A WOMAN who 
smuggled drugs 
into Parc Prison, 
Bridgend, has been 
spared an immedi¬ 
ate jail sentence at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Lynne Parsons (58), 
who appeared in the 
dock on crutches, was 
said to have been acting 
under duress and to be 
coping with many health 
problems, which forced 
her to use a wheelchair. 

Parsons, a woman 
with no previous convic-

Bushell said that on 
September 12, Parsons 
visited an inmate at the 
prison and staff immedi¬ 
ately became suspicious 
when she was seen put¬ 
ting something into her 
mouth and kissing the 
prisoner. 

She was arrested and 
when searched, more 
than 50 Class C drugs, 
were found concealed in 
her private parts. 

She later told the 
police she had been 
forced to take the drugs 
into the prison. 

Her barrister, Kevin 
Seal, said: “There had 
been serious threats to 
her wellbeing.” 

Currently, said Mr 
Seal, her 18-year-old son 
is her constant carer, but 
there will be a time later 
this year when he is 
going to be at university. 

“If she loses her liber¬ 
ty, she will lose her 
accommodation - a spe¬ 
cially adapted property.” 

He said she accepted 
she had to be punished. 


tions, of Nantyffyllon, 
Maesteg, admitted tak¬ 
ing a prohibited sub¬ 
stance into the prison. 

She was jailed for 
nine months, the sen¬ 
tence suspended for a 
year, and made subject 
to a supervision order 
for the same period. 

She was also ordered 
to observe a three-month 
curfew, electronically 
tagged from 5pm to 
8am, and to pay a victim 
surcharge of £100. 

Prosecutor Jonathan 
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but on the facts, it was 
an exceptional case. 

Recorder Peter 
Griffiths told Parsons: 
“What you did, taking 
drugs into prison, is a 
very serious offence. 

“Prisons are beset 
with drugs problems, 
and anyone who takes 
drugs in is normally sen¬ 
tenced with a degree of 
severity, because such 
conduct has to be 
deterred.” 

He said he took into 
account to a degree that 
she had been coerced. 

The Recorder said he 
had explored the matter 
in some detail and it 
appears she had refused 
to take the drugs in on 
more than one occasion, 
but put under pressure, 
she acted under duress. 

No doubt, said the 
Recorder, she suffered a 
great deal of ill health. 

“If you lost your lib¬ 
erty, your special accom¬ 
modation would go.” 

The Recorder added 
that the case had repre¬ 
sented for him a difficult 
balancing exercise.

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BCBC’s PLAN A’ FOR 
PORTHCAWL HAS LITTLE 
CHANCE OF SUCCESS’ 


O N behalf of the Porthcawl Civic 
Trust Society, I would like to con¬ 
gratulate Bridgend County 
Borough Council on the improvements 
made to the Porthcawl harbour. 

Hopefully, with the surrounding area landscaped, 
improvements made to the Jennings warehouse, and 
a new marine centre started in 2015, this part of the 
town will become a major attraction and source of 
pleasure for residents and visitors alike. 

That’s where the good news ends, however. 

Like a mounting number of Porthcawl residents, the 
society is becoming increasingly concerned about 
BCBC’s plans for the regeneration of the town. 

The society has already documented its objection 
to the proposed changes in the road network (cost 
£5.7m). Together with the additional amounts 
required to obtain the land currently leased by, or 
under the ownership of the Evans families, and the 
amount required to repay money borrowed for the 
work carried out on the harbour, the total cost could 
be as much as £llm plus. 

With Tesco, Waitrose and now Morrisons having 
declined the opportunity to build a superstore in 
Porthcawl, the chances of BCBC’s Plan A coming 
to fruition seem very remote. 

As well as our general concerns about BCBC’s 
proposed regeneration of the town, the society is 
strongly opposed to the plans to build houses and 


flats (up to six storeys high) on Salt Lake car park. 

Having sought the opinions of both members and 
non-members of the society, there is no doubt that a 
large majority of Porthcawl’s residents are also 
opposed to this development. 

This is a prime piece of land and, as befits a sea¬ 
side resort, it is widely felt that the area should be 
landscaped and designated for leisure use. The 
society has already written to BCBC expressing 
this view. 

Currently, BCBC appears to be basing its 
assumptions of Porthcawl residents’ support for the 
regeneration plans on a consultation exercise car¬ 
ried out as long ago as 2007 when about 400 peo¬ 
ple attended a town meeting and, of these, only 180 
completed a questionnaire, which was composed by 
BCBC and was vague in its aims and objectives. 

This is a flimsy basis on which to plan 
Porthcawl’s future. The society considers it to be 
essential that residents should be given a further, 
more meaningful opportunity to express their hopes 
and aspirations for the town.

Council mergers: ‘Bridgend 
more important than Cardiff’ 


Appeal as 
film recalls 
miners’ strike 
‘injustice’ 


A group of emerging 
film makers is com¬ 
memorating the 
30th anniversary of 
the miners ’ strike 
with their gradua¬ 
tion film, The Coal 
Miners, and is call¬ 
ing for the Welsh 
public’s support. 

The Coal Miners is 
set in Merthyr Tydfil, 
during the miners ’ 
strike of1984-1985. 
When the British 
Government decided to 
close down around 20 
pits all around the UK, 
mining communities 
started strikes that last¬ 
ed for 12 months. 

The Coal Miners is 
the story of one of these 
communities, focusing 
on a group of people 
unable to control their 
own lives or to choose 
their own future - 
because of the political 
and economical situa¬ 
tion that was imposed 
on them. 

The producer, Calum 
Green, from Bridgend, 
said: “We believe that 
this kind of injustice 
has to be told, to show 
how its effect still res¬ 
onates today.” 

The film is well into 
the production process, 
with initial filming hav¬ 
ing already taken place 


in both Merthyr Tydfil 
and Blaenavon. The 
crew is currently casting 
for the film in and 
around the Cardiff area, 
working with actors 
who went through the 
strikes, in order to do 
justice to the people and 
communities of the 
time. 

On completion, the 
film will premiere at the 
British Film Institute in 
London before being 
entered into national 
and international film 
festivals. In doing so, 
the producers hope to 
help commemorate the 
30th anniversary of the 
mining strikes. 

At present, the crew 
is in the process of rais¬ 
ing money for their 
ambitious project, 
which begins filming in 
March: “We are cur¬ 
rently looking for public 
support to help keep the 
mining strikes in the 
public conscious,” 
added Calum.

T he proposal by the Williams 
Commission that the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council should merge 
with that of Cardiff City Council, is only 
the latest manifestation of a ‘drip-fed’ 
campaign that has been ongoing for sev¬ 
eral years. 

Regular press and other media releases have reg¬ 
ularly emphasised the advantages that such a merg¬ 
er would bring to the Vale, but the reason for these 
proposals runs much deeper than would first 
appear. 

It is not just about the expansion of Cardiff’s 
geographical boundaries, but aso inevitable govern¬ 
mental control over virtually the whole of south 
east Wales that would be vested in Cardiff City 
Council. 

If one looks at the history of the development of 
the settlement of Cardiff from Roman times, 
through the medieval period and on to its enormous 
growth over the 200 years of the Industrial 
Revolution, it has always been dependent on the 
agricultural and mineral resources of its neighbours. 

The sole reason for Cardiff’s past importance, 
either militarily or industrially, has been its strate¬ 
gic location and, principally, its access to the sea. 

This is an advantage that no longer prevails, with 
the result that today the city has become nothing 
more than a recreational, leisure and residential 
complex, which successive planning departments 
have seen fit to endorse with their approval. 

This aspect of city life is much loved by a mod¬ 
em generation of youth, and I see no objection to 
that, but it hardly justifies any claim that its author¬ 
ity should be extended beyond its present bound¬ 
aries. 

Industrially, Bridgend is of far greater impor¬ 
tance than Cardiff, and has just as easy an access 
to the vital artery of the M4. 

So while Cardiff postures as a vibrant modem 
city, it could also be seen as a city in danger of seri¬ 
ous decline, a situation of which its council is well 
aware. 

It no longer has any ‘Raison d’Etre’ and that is 
why it would gladly accept any recommendations 
like those of the Williams Commission’s. 

Thus it will desperately continue to seek to 


widen its sphere of influence in the south of the 
principality. To adapt a Biblical quotation - Cardiff 
‘toils not but it does a great deal of spinning’. 

Cardiff’s neighbours would do well to unite in a 
joint effort to curb the city’s ambitions, but the 
parochial nature of Welsh politics would probably 
not easily adopt such a coalition. 

In the end, it will be the responsibility of each 
member of the electorate to ensure their chosen 
candidates in the local and general elections are 
wholly committed to maintaining the independence 
of the constituency or borough they represent. 

Sadly, the final decision on this issue may finally 
be taken out of our hands by the Welsh Assembly 
which is based in the capital. 

Cardiff has everything to gain from a merger 
with the Vale, while the Vale would lose everything 
including its identity.

Remembering the 
days of rationing

...And BCBC 
said: ‘Let 
there be light!’ 


AROUND a third of 
the street lights in 
Bridgend county 
borough will be 
replaced by more 
energy efficient ones 
during the next 
three years, cabinet 
members from 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) have 
agreed. 

A total of 6,000 mod¬ 
ern LED light units will 
be installed, which pro¬ 
vide the same amount of 
light, but use between 30 
and 60 per cent less ener¬ 
gy- 

The new type of LED 
lanterns that BCBC is 
planning on installing 
will give off a white 
light, which will be dif¬ 
ferent from the orange 
light that is common 
throughout south Wales. 

Shedding further light 
on the new technology, 
Coun Phil White, BCBC 
cabinet member for com¬ 
munities said: “In addi¬ 
tion to being more energy 
efficient, I understand 
that the new lights will 


make local roads safer 
for drivers and pedestri¬ 
ans as they are generally 
more directional, so they 
can light roads better and 
won’t cast so much light 
where it isn’t needed. 

“Another advantage of 
this new type of light is 
that we will have the 
capability to dim them at 
pre-set times, which will 
result in further energy 
savings.” 

Coun White added: 
“The LED lights that we 
are looking at would 
come with a 20-year 
guarantee, so would also 
be relatively mainte¬ 
nance free.” 

There are a total of 
20,000 street lights in 
Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough, and the 6,000 new 
ones will replace the 
older concrete columns 
and less energy efficient 
lights that are currently 
scattered across the area. 

Following the cabi¬ 
net’s decision, the coun¬ 
cil will now carry out a 
tender exercise to 
appoint a supplier to pro¬ 
vide 6,000 LED street 
lanterns over a period of 
up to three years.

supports 
charity’s fuel 
poverty 
campaign 
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Madeleine Moon MP displays ‘Step One’. 

BRIDGEND MP Madeleine Moon has 
pledged her support for ‘Mind the Gap’, a 
campaign aiming to raise awareness of 
help available for people affected by fuel 
poverty. 

The campaign, run by the national charity 
Turn2us, focuses on the growing gap between 
household incomes and the cost of energy bills, and 
highlights the support available to those struggling 
to pay their energy costs. 

The campaign features six steps, using Tum2us’ 
free tools and information to help anyone experienc¬ 
ing these problems. The steps, available at 
www.turn2us.org.uk/fuelpoverty include checking 
welfare benefits entitlement, searching for grants 
and schemes to help with bills, getting help to 
improve energy efficiency and checking energy tar¬ 
iffs. 

Research by the charity found that a staggering 85 
per cent of people across Wales are worried about 
paying their energy bills this winter. Of those who 
struggled with these costs last winter, almost two- 
thirds (64 per cent) suffered stress as a result and 
over a third (36 per cent) were forced to cut back on 
food or skip meals. 

The MP said: “Euel poverty is an extremely 
important issue that can have a hugely damaging 
effect on people from all backgrounds. It’s vitally 
important that people realise that they do not have to 
struggle alone and that help is available to help man¬ 
age energy bills. 

“I’m pleased to be able to support Tum2us’ ‘Mind 
the Gap’ fuel poverty campaign and I encourage any¬ 
one who is worried to take action and use the six 
steps to manage their bills.” 

Alison Taylor, Director of Turn2us said: “Turn2us 
has launched its winter fuel poverty campaign with 
the news that more people are worried about finding 
the money to pay for their energy bills. With the cost 
of living steadily increasing, people feel like they 
have no option but to borrow money and cut back on 
essentials to cover costs. Our research shows that 
more needs to be done to help raise awareness of the 
financial support and help available to manage ener¬ 
gy bills.”

Anti-bullying programme 
moves to primary schools 


A PROGRAMME that has been success¬ 
ful in helping to tackle bullying and con¬ 
flict in secondary schools across Bridgend 
county borough, is now being introduced 
in primary schools. 

BCBC’s ‘restorative approaches’ programme has 
involved teenagers being trained as mediators so 
that they can work with fellow students and teachers 
to tackle issues linked to bullying. 

It has been carried out at a number of local sec¬ 
ondary schools over the last five years, with young¬ 
sters using their mediator skills to help their peers in 
the same year group as well as younger pupils. 

Explaining the programme, restorative approach¬ 
es officer Zenda Caravaggi said: “The ‘restorative 
approaches’ process uses mediation as a tool to 
resolve any kind of conflict within a school. This 
can be between pupils, or between pupils and staff. 

“In cases of suspected bullying, all parties 
involved are brought together so that a sincere apol¬ 
ogy can be made before a number of issues are dis¬ 
cussed such as how it made them feel and why it 
happened. The overall aim of the process is to 
address the harm that has been done and prevent it 
from happening again.” 

The approach has helped to reduce bullying and 
resolve conflicts in a number of schools, and a ‘peer 
mediation’ DVD produced by Bridgend County 
Borough Council has been requested by profession¬ 
als working in restorative justice around the world. 

The next step is to introduce some of the success¬ 
ful formulae to younger pupils in local primary 
schools, with eight year-6 pupils from Garth 
Primary School being the first to be visited in the 
next month. 

The programme will be tailored for primary 
school pupils, although its principles will remain the 
same, and Zenda added: “This will lead to a clear 
consistent approach with regard to training peer 
mediators from primary to comprehensive educa¬ 
tion. The skills that the pupils learn throughout the 
training, and later in facilitating mediation disputes, 
are ones that are transferable and can only be of ben¬ 
efit to their future plans, dreams and aspirations.” 

Coun Huw David, cabinet member for children 
and young people, said: “Anything that helps to 
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reduce bullying and anti-social behaviour in schools 
has to be commended. 

“I am delighted that this successful programme is 
being extended further across the county borough so 
that other children can listen to their peers and help 
resolve their problems.”

History was swept under 
the carpet in Laleston!

A MEDIEVAL tombstone has been 
unearthed hidden under a carpet in a 
small church in Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough. 

The rare stone was found at St David’s Church, 
Laleston, while research work was being carried out 
to set up an historical interactive walking trail in the 
area. 

It is set in the floor of the chancel in the village 
church and is one of three unique ‘triple cross’ slabs 
found in Glamorgan which historians believe may 
be linked. 

The stone set in the floor at St David’s is believed 
to date to the late 14th to early 15th century. In order 
to protect it, it will be covered up again shortly but 
a professional photograph and information about it 
will be mounted on the wall nearby. 

Rev Canon Edward Evans said: “The problem 
was that if we covered it up again then nobody 
would get to see it but if we left it exposed where it 
was, then its condition would deteriorate so that’s 
why we came up with the solution of the photo¬ 
graph. 

“It’s a puzzle as to why there is no mention of this 
stone in the church history that was written in the 
1950s - it appears that it had been forgotten about.” 

It will now form one of the focal points of inter¬ 
est on the ‘Laleston Stone Trail’, which is being 
developed with funding from Laleston Community 
Council and is in the early planning stage. 

Ah three triple cross slabs, which were recorded 
by historians at the turn of the century, centre around 
the monks of Margam, with one found in the ruins 
of the monastic church and the third in the church¬ 
yard at Llangynwyd. The monks of Margam held 
the rectory of Llangynwyd, while the church at 
Llangynwyd was an important focus of regional pil¬ 
grimage to its famous holy rood. 

Ah three triple cross slabs have the thieves on 
them as well as Christ - which is likely to be a 
reflection of the design of the rood screen at 
Llangynwyd. 

The route which pilgrims would have taken from 
Margam to Llangynwyd would have been along a 
medieval trackway, which passes Laleston. 

The planned Laleston Stone Trail is to be based 
around a section of this medieval trackway. It will 
form a loop off the Wales Coast Path and will pass 
by heritage sites including locations where Celtic 
crosses or carvings have been found - and will 
include the triple cross tombstone at Laleston 
Church. 

Dr Madeleine Gray, Reader in Church History at 
the University of South Wales, Newport said: “A 
stone like this would have been set in the floor of the 
church and usually had a person buried underneath 
- probably somebody quite important. 

“I think that it’s likely that this stone has always 
been in this church and possibly in the chancel, but 
might have been taken up and then re-laid at a later 
date - this is indicated by signs that it has been 
chopped off at both the top and the bottom. 

“It is a significant find, as its rediscovery offers 

War memorial 
barcode plaque 

BRIDGEND Town Council in conjunction 
with ‘History Points’, has commissioned 
the placing of a QR Barcode plaque on the 
railings of the Bridgend Town Centre War 
Memorial. 

The QR Barcode enables passers-by with a smart¬ 
phone or tablet to scan the code which links to the 
‘History Points’ web-site, allowing them to read the 
names on the memorial and also the regiment, rank, 
date of death, age, burial place, address, next of kin 
etc.

The triple 
cross signifies the thieves as well as Christ and indi¬ 
cates a reassurance that whatever you had done, you 
could always be saved. 

“It connects the world of pilgrimage and offers us 
a different insight into the medieval approach to 
death.”

Grace was desperately 
trying to save the lives 
of pregnant women, she 
felt compelled to help 
and made contact to 
offer her services. 

With the sum of 


£5,000 a group was set 
up to ‘reduce the mater¬ 
nal mortality rate in Sub 
Saharan Africa’. They 
met with the United 
Nations and Panorama 
followed up the story. 

After visiting Chad 
and experiencing the sit¬ 
uation first hand, Angela 
works tirelessly to 
organise funds to enable 
her to purchase at cost 
price the necessary med¬ 
ications needed to treat 
the two main causes of 
maternal death. For 
Eclampsia (14 per cent), 
the treatment costs less 
than £3 per woman and 
for Post Partum 
Haemorrhage (30 per 
cent), the cost of three 
tablets to save a 
woman’s life costs less 
than 60p. 

The medications are 
bought and shipped 
directly to the hospitals 
where the risk of death 
in pregnancy is as high 
as 1:7; here in the UK 
the risk is currently 
assessed as 1:8,700. 

Women produce 70 
per cent of the wealth in 
developing countries, 
therefore by keeping 
women alive we help to 
lift families, communi¬ 
ties and countries out of 


poverty. Women are not 
dying of diseases we 
cannot treat; they are 
dying because society 
has decided that they are 
not worth treating. The 
UN is trying to raise 
standards by 2015. 

Baby clothes are also 
needed e.g. babygrows, 
knitted hats, cardigans 
and blankets. If you are

Porthcawl’s ‘Do-it-Yourself’ Church!

Part I 

THIS year on February 11, All Saints’ 
Stone Church, Porthcawl, celebrates the 
100th anniversary of its consecration. 

However, and notwithstanding the existence of St 
John’s Church in Newton, this was not the first 
Anglican church or the first All Saints’ Church in 
Porthcawl - the western part of the parish of 
Newton-Nottage. 

According to Leonard S Higgins, in his book 
entitled Newton, Nottage and Porthcawl, the first 
church in Porthcawl was the little Sailors’ Mission 
that stood on the western side of the dock. 

Rev Augustus Rickards Blundell was the chap¬ 
lain of this small church during the period 1866 to 
1868. 

With the growth of the community, in what was 
then known as ‘the port’, the increasing ecumenical 
needs of this part of the parish were met by the erec¬ 
tion of the old National School, on land given by 
James Brogden. 

Following the Elementary Education Act of 
1870, and on the instigation of the Rector, the Rev 
ED Knight, the school was opened in 1873, for the 
dual purpose of education and religion. 

Services on Sunday and weekday evenings were 
held in the main assembly room, where an altar had 
been provided for the purpose. 

The new school’s first headmaster was Mr 
William Rees. The old National School was locat¬ 
ed on what was to become Lias Road and stood on 
the spot where the Co-operative Store now stands. 
The school was demolished in April 1962. 

Porthcawl continued to grow and by 1891, the 
number of inhabitants had grown to very nearly 
1,000: it was time to erect a church. Lord 
Wimborne gave an acre of land as a site and plans 
were drawn up. 

The building, which was estimated to cost 
£4,000, was not proceeded with. Instead, a corru¬ 
gated iron church - the original All Saints ‘Tin’ 
church, was erected on the site (roughly where the 
All Saints’ church hall now stands). 

This was opened on All Saints’ Day, November 1, 
1892 and served the parishioners of Porthcawl and 
the summer visitors to the town, until Eebruary 11, 
1914, when the present All Saints’ church was con¬ 
secrated. 

Once the new stone church had been built, the old 
‘Tin’ church was dismantled and sold to the vicar 
and churchwardens of Llangynwyd . 

It was re-erected in Maesteg as a Mission church.

According to Neil Perry of the Llynfi Valley 
Historical Society, who has kindly provided the 
photograph of the ‘Tin’ Mission church, it was re¬ 
dedicated as the Holy Innocents’ church, and served 
the conununity in Maesteg until it was demolished 
in the late 1960s. 

To meet the needs brought about by the religious 
revivals of the 19th century, a wide variety of gal¬ 
vanised corrugated iron churches, mission halls and 
chapels were designed and built by the early 
Victorian engineers. 

These, affectionately called ‘Tin’ buildings, came 
in ‘flat-pack’ kit form and could be bought from 
mail order catalogues to be erected by the supplier 
or as ‘do-it-yourself’ by the purchaser. 

William Cooper advertises his commercial busi¬ 
ness as Horticultural Providers, a clear indication 
that the success of Joseph Paxton’s modular cast 
iron design for the Crystal Palace of the 1851 Great 
Exhibition, had not escaped the eyes or ingenuity of 
the Victorian entrepreneurs in the greenhouse trade, 
who were quick to grasp a business opportunity. 

The coloured picture of Oletha and All Saints’ 
Church (the ‘Tin’ church), is shown {above right) as 
a view on a postcard which is franked August 12, 
1907. 

At that time, the two semi-detached houses were 
located on an extension of Lias Road (now Gordon 
Road) and one can just see the two end properties of 
Victoria Avenue in the gap between these houses 
and All Saints ‘Tin’ church. 

If a photographer was to try and take a similar 
picture today, he would need to stand with his cam¬ 
era at the top end of Esplanade Avenue where it 
joins Gordon Road. 

All Saints’ ‘Tin’ church has, of course, long gone. 
It stood on the plot of ground now occupied by the 
existing All Saints’ church hall, which, as well as 
the present All Saints’ church, will be invisible to 
the observer, because there are now three buildings 
in the way; the telephone exchange, Plasisa 
Newydd (now the Post Office delivery office) and 
the branch library. 

Part 2 of this article, will cover the centenary of 
the new stone built All Saints ’ church in Porthcawl.

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Tory AM unhappy with 
Airport’s express bus 
service performance 


A REPORT into the Welsh Government- 
subsidised T9 Airport Express, has raised 
“serious questions” according to South 
Wales Central AM, Andrew RT Davies. 

The report, undertaken by Professor Stuart Cole 
and commissioned by the Welsh Government, 
assesses the effectiveness of the T9 route and makes 
suggestions for improving the service. 

Mr Davies, Leader of the Welsh Conservatives, 
said that it was concerning that basic steps were not 
taken by the Welsh Government before its launch, 
and lamented the higher than expected cost to the 
taxpayer in its first four months of active service. 

The report showed that the T9 Airport Express, 
run by First Cymru has cost the Welsh Government 
£242,691 to date (after four months) at a subsidy of 
£11.33 per passenger 

The report also said no targets for passenger num¬ 
bers were set prior to its launch, and no market and 
development strategy was undertaken 

Mr Davies said: “Mr Cole himself admits that this 
is a high subsidy for a service of its type, but the fact 
that it has already cost the taxpayer almost a quarter 
of a million pounds in just four months is worrying. 

“I live in the Vale and see the T9 several times a 
week. The reality is that it frequently runs empty 
and the fact that it has been called the ‘Empty 9’ by 
locals says it all. 

“What concerns me most of all is that Mr Cole’s 
report reveals that almost no strategy was put in 
place to ensure that the route would be a success.

There were no targets set for passenger numbers 
and, worst of all, there was no market and develop¬ 
ment strategy, because it was rushed so quickly into 
service. 

“I have every respect for the advice offered by 
Professor Cole and I sincerely hope that his recom¬ 
mendations improve its viability.” 

Mr Davies had also suggested that Vale residents 
should be allowed to get on and off the bus at a few 
selected stops, and he said he was disappointed that 
this looked to be unlikely to happen. 

He said: ““I had hoped that the Welsh 
Government might look at the viability of including 
local and express services on this route, particularly 
in light of the fact that residents of Rhoose have lost 
their own service that covered much of this route. 

“Whilst I understand that an express service 
needs to be quick and reliable, it is disappointing 
that the Welsh Labour Government now looks 
unlikely to consider making the T9 available to local 
commuters - many of whom are seeking to travel all 
the way in to Cardiff itself. 

“Allowing the service to pick up from a limited 
number of stops on the route on one of the T9’s three 
hourly services would not only have significantly 
improved links between the Vale and Cardiff, it 
would potentially have gone some way towards 
addressing the disappointing take-up in passenger 
numbers to date.”

Vale MP hits out at missed 
ambulance response times 


WITH targeted ambulance response times 
again missed across the Vale in January, local 
MP Alun Cairns has called on the Welsh 
Government to resolve this “persistent prob¬ 
lem.” 

He pointed out that Welsh Government statistics 
reported only 54 per cent of category A calls arrived 
within the target time across the Vale. This was well 
below the 65 per cent expectation and below the 57 
per cent Welsh average. In England the target 
response time is 75 per cent,” the MP said. 

“This problem has been going on for years and 
enough is enough. Over that time, I have received 
reports of pensioners who have been left stranded 
waiting for hours, and in another case, a nervous 
neighbour simply driving an ill patient to the hospi¬ 
tal themselves. 

“This is a constituency-wide problem and I con¬ 


tinue to be contacted by constituents from Barry and 
Llantwit Major to Cowbridge, who feel they are 
being let down by the service. 

“Despite the best efforts of dedicated ambulance 
staff, the service is not delivering the standard of 
service that patients expect and deserve. I am con¬ 
cerned that there appears to be little action by the 
Welsh Government. 

“It is also worth considering that if a Community 
First Responder arrives within the target response 
time, that is counted as having achieved the target, 
although the patient could still be waiting for an 
ambulance for a considerable period longer. 

“Hardworking paramedics are being left waiting 
at A and E departments. They are being held back 
and not freed up to travel to new patients. Waiting 
times and A and E are far too long and are impacting 
ambulance response times.” 


Heartening news on 
cancer survival highlights 
Assembly’s care plans 


T his week, I was pleased to 
launch the 2014 Marie Curie 
Great Daffodil Appeal In the 
Senedd. 

All over Wales, the Marie Curie daffodils are 
appearing on lapels, and donations are being made 
to support the excellent care provided by Marie 
Curie nurses to terminally ill patients in the Marie 
Curie hospice and in the community. 

On recent visits to the hospice in Penarth, I have 
witnessed at first hand that care and commitment to 
patients and their families. 

Gareth Williams, Chair of the Wales Advisory 
Board, welcomed Assembly Members, Marie Curie 
staff and volunteers, as well as health professionals 
in primary and secondary care to the Daffodil 
launch. 

I thanked Marie Curie and all those involved in 
the provision of end of life care, which is a high 
priority for the Welsh Government, with the support 
of the Health Minister, Mark Drakeford AM who 
has said that: 

“End of Life Care is care for a person - not a 
patient, or a service user, but a person in the full 
and rounded sense. The plan sets out clear ways in 
which the voice of the individual, supported by 
those closest to them, is heard and respected at the 
centre of the service they need.” 

Last July, the Health Minister confirmed that 
£6.5m will be allocated to specialist palliative care 
services across Wales for 2013/14, including £2.4m 
for hospices. 

The close partnership between the NHS in Wales 
and the hospice movement is long-standing and 
essential in delivering the right services for people 
who need the best end of life care. 

This focus on Marie Curie follows an important 
Welsh Government report earlier this month on our 
Cancer Delivery Plan, which showed that cancer 
survival rates in Wales are improving faster than 
anywhere else in the UK. 

The report demonstrates real improvements in 
cancer care in Wales over the past year and as the 
Health Minister stated: “This is a tribute to all those 
involved in the planning and delivery of care” . 

While the report shows areas of progress, it also 
highlights areas to focus on, such as reversing the 
decline in the uptake of bowel cancer screening. 

The Minister is clear that while our cancer sur¬ 
vival rates show improvement, we need to reach the 
levels achieved in a number of other European

The survey reported the views of 7,352 cancer 
patients and with a 69 per cent response rate, a 
robust and comprehensive analysis of people’s 
experience of cancer has emerged. This is reflected 
in the views of cancer patients in Wales who rated 
their care as either ‘excellent’ or ‘very good’. 

The survey showed that 85 per cent of patients 
felt they were always treated with respect and dig¬ 
nity by staff, 87 per cent had confidence and trust 
in doctors and nurses caring for them and 94 per 
cent said they had enough privacy when being 
treated. 

While these findings are encouraging, the survey 
also shows areas where further improvement is still 
needed but we have the clear evidence where we 
should be focusing our efforts. 

With £4.6m Welsh Government investment, new 
cutting-edge radiotherapy equipment is being 
installed in the Velindre Cancer Centre, which will 
provide highly specialised and advanced 
Stereotactic Body Radoiotherapy treatment to thou¬ 
sands of cancer patients in Wales every year. 

We are investing in the most up-to-date technolo¬ 
gy available to us in Europe. We are also exceeding 
our targets for recruitment to clinical trials. 

This week, as a result of careful financial man¬ 
agement in an ever-tightening public finances cli¬ 
mate, I was able to announce a further investment 
of £50million for the NHS in Wales in my supple¬ 
mentary Budget for this financial year, on top of the 
additional £150m announced in October.

ing providing ‘Cold Cots’, which 
allows parents to stay with their 
babies a little longer should they 
wish to. 

Additionally, they have provid¬ 
ed bereavement training to local 
midwives and part funded a baby 
remembrance garden in Thornhill 
Cemetery, Cardiff. 

The golf event is organised by 
bereaved father Gwyn Roberts, 
who lost his daughter Seren in 
2005. 

Gwyn said: “When my wife 
and I lost Seren on November 5, 
2005, we were lost. We were dis¬ 
traught. While the level of care 
we received in the hospital was 
faultless, we just didn’t know 
what to do. 

“Then, just before leaving, one 
of the midwives happened to 
scribble down a contact number 
for the national SANDS charity 
on the back of an envelope. 

“The support we received from 


them in those early days was 
priceless. Looking back now, it 
seems so lucky it was that partic¬ 
ular midwife was there when we 
were leaving to give us the 
details. 

“Had we not had it, I don’t 
know where we would be, or how 
we would have gotten through 
those first traumatic few days and 
weeks.” 

The event is not just for 
golfers.

Beekeepers are hoping 
for the arrival of spring 


LATEST NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY 


NOT a lot is happening at 
present, as the unsettled 
weather is giving the bees 
and us beekeepers a hard 
time. 

When dry spells occur, the 
bees are out flying around the 
apiary but no further. These 
exits from the hive are cleansing 
flights. 

So, what is a cleansing flight? 

Well the bees are consuming 
food from the stores in the hive 
and, of course, bodily wastes 
build up. When conditions 
allow, the bees will pop out to 
relieve themselves. 

Spring is trying to put in an 
appearance. I can see some 
daisies in the orchard and even 
some snowdrops in other places. 
Pussy willow is out and there are 
daffodils out in my own garden, 
but unless the weather improves, 
and more blooms appear, the 
bees will not be able to avail 
themselves of pollen or nectar. 

With the days lengthening, the 
queens will be laying, I can see 
evidence of this when checking 
the mite drop trays that I have in 
various colonies. Dead mites are 
visible and when I examine the 
tray debris more closely under 
the large magnifier there are very 


pale mites observed. 

These are mites that did not 
reach maturity when a new bee 
was ready to emerge from its 
sealed cell. Mature mites are 
dark brown in colour. 

How do I know these pale 
mites are immature? The answer 
is provided by the life cycle of 
the Varroa mite. Let us follow 
this from its initiation. 

Step 1, the queen bee will lay 
an egg into a prepared cell and 
the welfare of this egg is taken 
care of by bees within the hive 
(adult winter bees). In three 
days, the egg will hatch out into 
a very tiny grub and these same 
bees will feed and cosset this 
grub for a period of five days or 
so. This passage of time, plus 
the feeding, will see the grub 
much enlarged and starting to fill 
the whole of the cell. At this 
juncture feeding will cease. 

Step 2 will be the sealing of 
the cell with a wax capping. The 
enclosed grub will go through a 
period of metamorphosis, even¬ 
tually emerging as a new bee 
ready to take its place within the 
colony. 

However, the Varroa mite 
senses that the developed grub is 
about to be sealed in its cell so in 
it goes to be sealed in as well. 


The mite carries out its own 
breeding cycle while it is 
enclosed with the developing 
grub. It draws sustenance from 
the body fluids of its host (the 
grub) and while doing so it pass¬ 
es on viruses that lead to sick 
and unhealthy bees emerging. 

Often, the developed bee 
chews through the wax capping 
and emerges into the hive, but a 
number of the mites are always 
under-developed at this time, 
hence the pale (not brown) bod¬ 
ies I observe in the tray debris. 

When and if spring does 
arrive, the queen bee will step up 
the egg laying process. This pro¬ 
vides the mites with the opportu¬ 
nity to expand their numbers and 
I will find more immature dead 
mites along with mature ones. 

There is more to the story of 
the close relationship between 
mite and bee, but I hope you get 
a rough idea of how things go. 

As with last year, many 
colonies have come through win¬ 
ter but without a decent spell of 
spring weather, we may well 
have a repeat of last year’s loss¬ 
es. 

Fingers and legs are crossed.

HOW ^IT HELPS COMBAT LONELINESS 


THE Older People’s 
Commissioner for Wales’ 
team saw first-hand this 
week how IT is being used 
to improve wellbeing and 
reduce loneliness and iso¬ 
lation among older people. 

Sarah Rochira’s team visit¬ 
ed the Springbank Care Home 
on College Road in Barry, 
where volunteers from the 
Getting on With IT project 
visit twice a week to help resi¬ 
dents to get online. 

The project aims to help 
people who live in care homes 
and sheltered accommodation 
stay in touch with family and 
friends by email and Skype, 
expand their social network 
and surf the World Wide Web. 

Sarah said: “For many older 
people, access to ongoing 


opportunities to develop and 
learn new skills is an essential 
element of maintaining their 
health, independence and well¬ 
being. 

“Getting on With IT is a 
wonderful project run by the 
Vale Centre for voluntary 
services, which also helps to 
reduce loneliness by providing 
opportunities for older people 
to socialise. 

“It opens up a new world to 
many older people, who are 
now able to increase contact 
with friends and family that 
they don’t get to see very 
often and use the internet to 
improve their knowledge of a 
wide range of subjects.” 

Volunteers visit Springbank 
Care Home 
every Monday 


and Wednesday and link a lap¬ 
top to a widescreen television, 
demonstrating what can be 
achieved using the internet. 

When the Commissioner’s 
team visited, 10 residents were 
using the internet to watch 
videos of Michael Ruble and 
Charlie Chaplin, as well as 
searching for answers to a 
quiz they had recently taken 
part in. 

Residents have also used 
Skype to speak to family and 
friends around the UK and in 
Canada. 

The visit formed part of the 
Commissioner’s Engagement 
Roadshow, which met with 
over 5,400 people at 180 
events across Wales in 2013. 


E very adult in the UK should con¬ 
sider making a Will, and here are 
some of the reasons why: 

• Without a Will, the state directs who inher¬ 
its your estate, so the people you wish to benefit 
may get nothing. 

• Without a Will, if you are married, you 
may think that your estate will pass to your 
spouse in any event, but this is not necessarily 
the case. 

• If you are not married to your partner, the 
law does not automatically recognise partners as 
having the same rights as husbands, wives and 
civil partners, and your partner may get nothing. 

• If you have children, there may be uncer¬ 
tainty about who will look after or provide for 
them, should you die. 

• Certain people could make a claim on your 
estate if you have no Will, because they may 
depend upon you financially. 

• Inheritance tax issues may arise if not 
addressed in your Will. 

Wills should be kept up to date and renewed 
upon any change of circumstances; for example, 
marriage, divorce, separation, death of a loved 
one, or upon having a child. 

Excluding certain beneficiaries in your Will 
may also cause potential difficulties as they may 
have the right to make a claim against your 
estate. Special care is needed if you exclude per¬ 
sons who might expect to benefit under your 
Will. 

Ensure that you have a Will in place and that it 
is up to date to avoid any undesired conse¬ 
quences and complications.

McConaughey shines 
in Dallas Buyers Club 


T here was a 
troubling 
spell, around 
2009, where the 
promise of Matthew 
McConaughey's 
acting career was 
on the precipice of 
disappearing. 

Phoning in his laconic 
charm to serve weak 
romantic ‘comedies’ like 
Ghosts Of Girlfriends 
Past and Failure To 
Launch, and perfunctory 
action fare like Fools 
Gold and Sahara, 
McConaughey seemed 
destined to forever be 
filed under failing to live 
up to his talents. 

But then he hit a hot 
streak, starting with 
2011’s The Lincoln 
Lawyer, which has 
shown little signs of 
stopping. He has been 
Oscar nominated for his 
latest performance in 
Dallas Buyers Club. 

Based on a true story, 
McConaughey plays 
Ron Woodruff, a man 
who is diagnosed with 
AIDS. Stunned at the 
battle, and costs, of med¬ 
ication, Woodruff takes 
the medication into his 
own hands, travelling 
over the border to 
Mexico, in order to help 
himself, and other suf¬ 
ferers - but Woodruffs 
plans are constantly 
under the gaze of those 
who aren’t keen on his 
'Robin Hood' mentality... 

While Oscar season 
often sees true-life sto¬ 
ries come to the fore, the 
tale of Ron Woodruff is 


certainly one that 
deserves to be told, 
especially seeing as a 
man whose later life was 
a battle on behalf of 
those unfortunate to be 
diagnosed with a life- 
threatening illness, came 
from such a low-key 
background. 

There is more than a 
hint of Robin Hood 
about the character of 
Woodruff - and indeed, 
screenwriters Melisa 
Wallack and Craig 
Borten amp up the narra¬ 
tive drive of this being a 
man battling against ‘the 
man’, or larger elements 
that are unable or 
unwilling to do what 
should be the right 
thing;. 

But more than that, 
Dallas Buyers Club is a 
film about a man whose 
life change comes as a 
knock-on effect of his 
brush with mortality - 
whose desire to do good 
comes from, at its core, 
the urge to help himself. 

While Woodruff is 
deservedly celebrated for 
what he achieved, the 
film rarely depicts its 
protagonist as the hero, 
instead focusing on the 
humanity of his charac¬ 
ter and how he develops 
into someone attempting 
to battle the system. 

With his desperately 
slim frame (having lost a 
large amount of weight 
for the role) Matthew 
McConaughey may be 
ticking the Oscar check¬ 
list; but this is a per¬ 
formance that is gritty, 
real and wonderfully 
engaging.

award-chasing here from 
the actor, whose fine run 
of form just keeps com¬ 
ing. 

His natural charisma 
comes to the fore, but as 
Woodruff battles the per¬ 
ceptions of the disease 
he’s been diagnosed with 
(face masks and people 
being afraid of his spit 
just two examples); and 
he starts to realise the 
severity of the hand he’s 
been dealt with, the sur¬ 
face bluster blows away 
and McConaughey’s per¬ 
formance captures the 
fragility of the situation 
achingly well. 

While the rest of the 
cast all deliver good per¬ 
formances, Jared Leto is 
easily the pick of the 
bunch as transsexual 
Rayon, a character who 
falls into Woodruff’s life 
but whose plight and sit¬ 
uation make him the per¬ 
fect foil as they form an 
odd couple alliance. 

Leto is a very under¬ 
rated actor, but deserves 
the plaudits he’s been 
receiving here, for the 
performance is one of 
strength and courage in 
saddening circumstance 
that refuses to paint the 
character as a victim. 
Instead, Leto is as vivid 


and full of life as can be, 
his mortality something 
that lingers subtly in the 
background. 

Jean-Marc Vallee’s 
direction is beautifully 
low-key, focusing on the 
gritty trailer trash 
Woodruff and company 
emanate from, the loca¬ 
tion becoming a charac¬ 
ter in itself as the 
parched visuals marry 
perfectly with the sub¬ 
ject material. 

He infuses the materi¬ 
al with moments of won¬ 
der and quiet emotion, 
rather than plug too 
deeply into melodrama, 
Vallee concentrating on 
life rather than death, 
lending the film a won¬ 
derful degree of warmth 
amidst the physical and 
legal battles. 

With a sense of gal¬ 
lows humour, and the 
focus on the indefatiga¬ 
ble human spirit, there is 
much to like and admire 
about Dallas Buyers 
Club. Its sentiment isn’t 
cheap, its warmth is 
hard-earne - but it 
makes you feel, and 
delivers plenty of sub¬ 
stance in telling a most 
beguiling, and uplifting 
story. 

VERDICT -A won¬ 
derfully engaging film, 
Dallas Buyers Club 
houses yet another 
superb turn by Matthew 
McConaughey and a sur¬ 
prisingly robust, yet ten¬ 
der, support role from 
Jared Leto. Yet beneath 
the performances is a 
story deftly told, full of 
emotion and fire, but 
without offering easy 
platitudes, wonderfully 
directed by Jean-Marc 
Vallee; a superb piece of 
filmmaking.

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TIPS on how we 
can protect our 
plants from the 
worst of the weather 
- plus, find out what 
else needs doing in 
the garden this 
week.

WHILE the inces¬ 
sant rain may have left 
gardeners’ water butts 
overflowing, it has also 
inevitably claimed its 
share of casualties. 

Waterlogged plants, 
nutrients leached from 
the soil and pest and 
disease problems can all 
result from consistently 
wet conditions, and 
those gardeners with 
poor drainage systems 
are likely to be the 
hardest hit. 


Helping your plants survive record rainfall 


When soil is water¬ 
logged, plants literally 
drown. Water fills all 
the air spaces between 
the soil particles and 
this prevents oxygen 
from reaching the roots. 

In turn, this causes 
the soil to stagnate and 
prevents root growth. 

If plants look a bit 
sickly after a week or 
two of solid rain, the 
minerals may have been 
washed away. Restore 
the vigour of plants by 
giving them a dose of 
liquid seaweed fertiliser. 

“It’s absolutely vital 
that one doesn’t walk 
on the soil when it’s this 
wet because you com¬ 
pact it and destroy its 
structure. 

“Don’t dig it or dis¬

turb it but leave it to its 
own devices until the 
tide goes out,” says Guy 
Barter, head of RHS 
advisory service. 

Plants likely to be 
worst affected include 
those from dry climates 
such as lavender and 
rosemary, while lawns 
can also suffer as a 
result of excessively 
wet weather, he notes. 

Don’t mow the lawn 
in wet weather or even 
walk on it, as the pres¬ 
sure can cause structural 
damage, especially to 
those grown from seed 
in spring. Most estab¬ 
lished lawns can cope 
with excessive rainfall. 

Mr Barter advises 
gardeners to shelter pots 
of lavender and other 
container plants by a 
wall, or even put water¬ 
logged pots on their 
side for a few days to 
allow them to drain a 
little. You may need to 
repot them in the 
spring, as the compost 
may be spent. 

However, the wet 
weather isn’t all doom 
and gloom for garden¬ 
ers. 

“Paradoxically, lawns 
will be growing in these 
temperatures,” points 
out Guy Barter. 


“In the vegetable gar¬ 
den, vegetables will still 
be growing, so leeks 
will thrive and cabbages 
will still be swelling 
slowly through this 
weather. By April, many 
things will have come 
good.” 

Bulbs shouldn't be 
affected by the continu¬ 
ous rainfall either, he 
says. 

“They are really good 
at surviving this sort of 
thing. Snowdrops and 
daffodils in particular 
are excellent at adapt¬ 
ing. Bulbs are generally 
very tolerant of wet 
soil. 

“We might even get a 
better show of bulbs 
because in conditions 
like this they will be 
photosynthesising in the 
increased light as the 
year progresses.” 

Herbaceous perenni¬ 
als renew a large part of 
their root system annu¬ 
ally, so they can recover 
from soggy conditions. 

Perennials also have 
shallow root systems so 
they can flourish in situ¬ 
ations with a high water 
table. 

Most, including those 
such as hardy gerani¬ 
ums and autumn-flow- 
ering asters, that do not 


normally live in wet 
environments can cope 
well with wet condi¬ 
tions. 

Plants with big, lush 
green leaves thrive in 
really wet weather. 
Rodgersias, rheum 
(ornamental rhubarb) 
and hostas are well- 
known moisture lovers. 
Conversely, avoid any¬ 
thing with small, leath¬ 
ery or grey leaves. 

Alpines, particularly 
the succulent ones or 
those with hairy leaves 
such as sedums and 
some sempervivums 
(houseleeks), are vul¬ 
nerable to wet weather, 
so if you haven’t yet 
covered them with 
cloches, do so before 
it’s too late. 

Don’t plant bare-root 
shrubs such as roses 
until the soil has dried 
out a little. Barter advis¬ 
es. 

“Gardeners will have 
rose bushes and trees 
and fruit bushes and turf 
ready to go out and they 
must keep that protect¬ 
ed, because it will be a 
rush trying to get every¬ 
thing planted when the 
soil finally dries up in 
February, March or 
even April. Gardeners 
need to keep their new 


plants in good condition 
ready for the happy day 
when they can put them 
out,” he says. 

Anyone who has 
bought a bare-root plant 
should make sure the 
roots don’t dry out in 
the meantime, he urges. 

“Take it out of the 
packaging and pot it up 
or wrap it in wet news¬ 
paper or straw, put a 
plastic bag over the 
roots and leave it in a 
shed ready to go out in 
its final position later 
on.” 

While fruit trees love 
the moisture, the rela¬ 
tively warm weather 
may lead to earlier blos¬ 
som, not a good thing in 
our climate, because of 
the late frosts we so 
often suffer. 

Gardeners who want 
to avoid too many casu¬ 
alties in future years 
may consider building 
raised beds, improving 
soil drainage and plant¬ 
ing species which are 
happy in wet weather. 

It may be worth 
thinking about creating 
a bog garden too, which 
has the added bonus of 
attracting wildlife - 
plant irises, carex, gun- 
nera, primulas, hostas, 
rheum and rodgersia. 


Of course, pests 
come into their own in 
wet weather and the 
number one culprit is 
the snail. 

“A wet, mild winter 
is slug heaven,” says 
Barter, “so they will be 
in pole position to start 
breeding come April. 

At the moment it’s 
too cold for them, but 
you often find bulb 
flowers being damaged 
by slugs and snails. 

“I find putting down 
an old cabbage leaf 
(held down by a stone) 
next to plants which are 
being attacked works 
well as a trap. Slug pel¬ 
lets don’t normally 


work at this time of 
year because the slugs 
aren’t moving enough 
to find them.” 

Some diseases such 
as leaf spots persist on 
plants which are in leaf 
during wet weather. If 
you find outbreaks, 
prune out infected mate¬ 
rial. 

Lastly, as the rain 
will have washed many 
of the nutrients out of 
the soil, give it a pick- 
me-up with a fertiliser 
rich in potassium, such 
as sulphate of potash or 
rose fertiliser, and your 
plants should come 
through the torrent of 
rain with few problems.

GIVE YOUR HOME A NEW 
LOOK BY DECLUTTERING! 


W hy wait until 
spring for a 
clear-out? 

Decluttering with some 
clever storage solutions 
could bring calm and 
harmony into your home, 
says GABRIELLE 
EAGAN. 

It’s not unusual at this time of 
year to feel as though your pos¬ 
sessions are winning the space 
war and you’re being squeezed 
out. 

But of all the aspirational (if 
unrealistic) goals we set our¬ 
selves, decluttering and getting 
your house organised is, 
arguably, the most achievable. 

Nothing acts more like a 
tonic for the hungover soul than 
a jolly good tidy,” says Barbara 
Genda, founder and principal 
designer at Barbara Genda 
Bespoke Furniture. 

“Research suggests that clut¬ 
ter and mess causes us untold 
stress. Stuffed cupboards, 
dishevelled drawers, haphazard¬ 
ly strewn and displaced posses¬ 
sions without a designated ‘liv¬ 
ing’ space all culminates into a 
loud, unrelenting visual ‘noise’ 
that can make us feel boxed-in, 
overwhelmed and even anx¬ 
ious.” 

Luckily, there are a multitude 


of solutions for organising mess 
- particularly if you're a natural 
hoarder - from stackable boxes 
to sophisticated storage sys¬ 
tems. 

“Pack all of that mess away 
and immediately you’ll discern 
the positive effects. 

“You’ll have a calmer envi¬ 
ronment in which you can relax, 
be productive and at the very 
least, think straight,” she says. 

Things you can do 

Under-stairs sort-out 

“Under the stairs is the defin¬ 
itive dumping ground for assort¬ 
ed, unused odds and ends,” says 
Genda. 

“Often, you can’t seem to 
open the door without a golf bag 
spilling heavy clubs onto your 
feet, or a sea of shoes tumbling 
out.” 

Top tip: As a short-term 
solution, put hooks inside the 
cupboard door for hanging up 
bags and get transparent boxes 
for larger items, so they stay 
dust free and you can view con¬ 
tents without having to rum¬ 
mage. 

Free-up living space 

“Decluttering isn’t about 
throwing everything away,” 
says Simon Glanville, manag¬ 
ing director of storage special¬ 
ists, Store. 

“It’s about losing what’s use¬ 


less and ugly in order to have 
space for things that are useful 
and beautiful. But it’s easy to 
feel overwhelmed and keep put¬ 
ting off that clear-up,” he adds.

Book lovers 

“Books can look beautiful 
when displayed properly so 
avoid stacking them two deep, 
or leaving them in piles every¬ 
where,” says Marianne 
Shillingford, creative director 
and head of the design service at 
Dulux. 

“You can work on the princi¬ 
ple that if you haven’t looked at 
individual titles in a couple of 
years, you’re probably unlikely 
to read them again, and some 
could be consigned to a charity 
shop. 

“Store books so you can find 


them easily - alphabetically, by 
genre or those you’ve recently 
read. Look for different ways to 
display them; shelves over and 
around doorways look particu¬ 
larly effective.” 

Top tip: Paint an old book¬ 
case, or look on eBay, Freecycle 
or local charity shops for second 
hand ones and do a make over. 
Fashionable, low mid-century 
sideboards work well too. 

Uncork a solution 

Those who take their wine 
seriously realise the need to 
store bottles correctly, while 
even if you have half a dozen 
bottles kept aside they can take 
up room. 

A recent survey by self stor¬ 
age service, LoveSpace, found 
around 20 per cent of Britons 
have wine storage on their wish- 
list, and nearly 18 per cent want 
a mini-bar. 

“Streamlining your interior to 
make the best use of your space 
will work wonders on a room,” 
says Claire Hornby, creative 
stylist at Barker & Stonehouse. 

“A crate, or a bespoke wine 
cupboard if you have room, will 
avoid breakages and allow you 
to manage a growing collection 
which can gather dust and look 
unattractive if it’s just standing 
on a shelf or cupboard surface.”

- more hints and tips 


I PREVIOUSLY noted that the third 
golden rule of using computers is ‘keep 
learning’; our talk showed 10 useful 
things new users could benefit from 
learning (and long-standing users revis¬ 
ing). There are many more tips, of 
course, and we will look at more as we 
go. 

So far, we have aimed at enabling users to get 
things done. Once the basics are mastered and we 
can actually do something useful, the novelty 
wears off a little and we notice the little niggles of 
repeated tasks and interruptions and delays. 
Something can be done about that. 

For example, breaking off from your work need 
not be a big bother. 

For short or sudden breaks, I offered the tip that 
holding down the Windows key and pressing L 
(Win+L) will instantly show only a log-on window 
that requires a password. 

Your work is not exposed. When you re-start, 
entering your password will return you to the place 
where you left off and all ready to continue. 

For longer interruptions, you can get the same 
service. Instead of closing any files or applica¬ 
tions, simply select the Hibernate option instead of 
Shut Down. Once the computer has hibernated it 
can be switched off completely and still keep 
everything ready to resume once it is switched on 
and the password entered. All the applications and 
documents that were open when it hibernated will 
be reopened exactly as they were previously and 
you can resume precisely where you left off. 


When you get used to the construction of a doc¬ 
ument or a spreadsheet, it is worth applying some 
formatting for emphasis. This could be putting a 
paragraph in a different font, or colour or italics, or 
emboldened or underlined or a different size - or 
any combination of them. You might want to 
apply special formats or borders to a table or to 
cells in a spreadsheet. The process might take a bit 
of time to get the effect required and might involve 
several settings applied to the same text or object. 

But what if you decide you would like to repeat 
the exercise in several places? The last thing you 
fancy doing is repeating all the work you did to set 
up the special appearance. You don’t have to work 
so hard. 

Simply click on any piece of the already-format¬ 
ted text; click on the Format Painter button on the 
standard toolbar (it shows a paintbrush) and then 
highlight the text you want to ‘paint’. 

That text instantly takes on all the attributes of 
the original selection. The Format Painter is auto¬ 
matically cancelled. 

If you want to repeat the process several times, 
double-click on Format Painter and it will paint 
each selection. Clicking Format Painter again can¬ 
cels it. 

Format Painter is a wonderful labour-saving but¬ 
ton especially with Autoshapes, but they deserve 
their own treatment.

Tragic legend behind 
the feast of St Valentine 


FEBRUARY is the 
second month of 
the year on the 
Julian and 
Gregorian calen¬ 
dars, and it 
acquired its name 
from the Latin 
word februa - 
purification, super¬ 
ficially making it a 
Roman month. 

Along with January, 
February was not on the 
original datebook, but 
was added to the calen¬ 
dar by Numa Pompilius 
around 713BC. 

In Welsh, the month 
of February is known as 
Y Mis Bach, which 
means little month as it 
is the only one to have 
28 days. Chewfor is the 
equivalent in Welsh for 
this dreary time of year, 
as it is the shortest 
month except for leap 
year - which extends it 
to 29 every four years. 

Around 400 years 
ago, February was 
called Feverell, and 100 
years later it changed to 
Februeer. February, as 
we spell it today, only 
came into existence 
around 100 years ago. 

Sol-monarth was an 
Old English term for 
February which means 
mud month, as the 
weather is gloomy at 
this time of year. It is 
meteorologically the 
third and final month of 
the winter season. 

Sol-monarth (cake 
month) was an ancient 
event where cakes were 
offered to the gods. It 
was also known as 
sprout and kale 
monarth, as planted cab¬ 
bage and kale would 
begin to sprout. 

The birthstone of 
February is the 
amethyst, its flowers the 
violet and common 
primrose and zodiac 
signs Aquarius (until 
18th) and Pisces. 

The Christian festival 
of Candlemas (festival 
of lights) is celebrated 
on the second day of the 
month. This was 
because during ancient 
times, the Christmas 
festival lasted for 40 
days - until the second 
day in February. 

It was a day when all 
candles to be used in 
churches for the year 
ahead would be lit and 
blessed, in the belief 
that the flames would 
protect its people 
against plague, illness 
and famine. 

In ancient times, it 
was known as the Feast 
of Lights, in celebration 
of the increasing 
strength of the sun as 
winter gives way to 
spring. 

Superstitious rituals 
were performed from 12 
to 14 as it was believed 
that these dates were 
borrowed from January. 
If they were stormy 
days, the weather for 
the year ahead would be 
good: whereas if fine 
weather prevailed the 
climate would be 
unpleasant. 

The renowned snow¬ 
drop begins to appear 


around landscapes in 
February. This beautiful 
white flower is believed 
to have evolved when 
Adam and Eve were 
expelled from The 
Garden of Eden. This 
was because an angel 
appeared to give Eve 
hope and guidance. 

In the hope of ban¬ 
ishing cold winters, the 
angel transformed 
snowflakes into flowers, 
proving that winter does 
eventually end and that 
spring is around the cor¬ 
ner. 

This can be seen in 
the old rhyme: ‘The 
snowdrop, in purest 
white array, first rears 
its head on Candlemas 
day’. 

On February 8, 1855, 
the people of our coun¬ 
try were petrified one 
morning to discover 
peculiar footprints in 
the snow in the shape of 
a cloven hoof. Could 
they have been terrified 
because this was 
deemed as a sign that 
the devil had visited 
earth and could cast his 
spell of evil amongst 
humankind? 

The most famous 
date in February is the 
14th, the feast of St 
Valentine, which is cele¬ 
brated in many coun- 
tries around the world. 


There are a few vari¬ 
ations as to who St 
Valentine actually was; 
but the most likely was 
in honour of the indi¬ 
vidual who took it upon 
himself to challenge a 
Roman Emperor who 
banned soldiers from 
marrying during the 
third century. 

He became a cam¬ 
paigner for the soldiers, 
but was executed for his 
outspokenness in 
469AD. Pope Gelasius 
declared this date in 
honour of St Valentine. 

Another legend states 
that St Valentine was 
executed for his 
Christian beliefs and 
before he died, he 
penned a note to his 
lover saying ‘From Your 
Valentine’. 

The day became 
associated with romance 
some time in the Middle 
Ages. 

Shakespeare’s quote 
from his tragic play 
Romeo and Juliet seems 
to celebrate love in an 
adoring fashion: 

‘Love is a smoke 
raised with the fume of 
sighs; being purged, a 
fire sparkling in lovers ’ 
eyes; being vex’d a sea 
nourish ’d with lovers ’ 
tears: what is it else? a 
madness most discreet, 

A choking gall and a 


preserving sweet. ’ 

The Romans and 
Celts observed February 
as the start of the spring 
season. 

Shrove Tuesday is a 
tradition hailing the day 
before Lent, with the 
fasting custom marking 
40 days before Easter. 

Also known as 
Mischief Day, it was a 
time when church bells 
would ring out, a game 
of football was played 
by all and feasting and 
revelry were celebrated. 
Shrove Tuesday 2014 
falls on March 4. 

Ash Wednesday was 
named after the ash tree 
when schoolchildren 
would carry a piece of 
twig in their pocket for 
luck. Failure to carry 
out this tradition would 
result in their feet being 
trodden on. 

The Friday following 
Ash Wednesday was 
once called Kissing 
Friday. It was a day 
when schoolboys were 
allowed to kiss girls 
without fear of punish¬ 
ment. This custom last¬ 
ed until the 1940s, when 
the war years wilted it 
away. 

But fact or fiction?

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Tory councillors 
launch anti¬ 
merger petition 


THE leader of the Vale of 
Glamorgan Conservative 
Group has launched a petition 
rejecting a suggested merger 
of the local authority with 
neighbouring Cardiff. 

It follows the publishing of a report 
commissioned by the Welsh 
Government which recommended the 
merger as part of controversial plans to 
reduce the number of local authorities 
in Wales. 

The petition is available online at - 
http://WWW. ipetitions. com/petition/han 
dsojfthevale. 

Conservative group leader, Coun 
John Thomas, said: “When the 
Williams Commission was established 
we were keen to look with an open 
mind at what proposals were brought 
forward. 

“The cost of politics does need to be 
reduced and public services must be 
delivered efficiently and effectively in 
the best possible way to meet the 
needs of local residents. 


“However, in the case of the Vale, 
the Conservative council group are 
clear that we do not believe a merger 
with Cardiff would be in the best inter¬ 
ests of residents. The Vale is a self-suf¬ 
ficient local authority which, broadly 
speaking, delivers excellent services 
to its residents. 

“While mergers may be appropriate 
for some councils in certain cases, the 
Vale does not habitually under-per- 
form and has never been in danger of 
slipping into ‘special measures’ like 
some other authorities. 

“We are clear that there is no local 
need or desire to take the decision¬ 
making process away from locally- 
elected and accountable councillors.” 

Coun Thomas added: “Naturally, it 
is a matter for other local parties to 
make their own views clear on the 
findings of this report, but I sincerely 
hope that we get broad support for this 
petition, which strongly rejects any 
Welsh Government moves to merge 
the Vale with Cardiff.”

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Compact convertible suits the British weather 


T he Citroen DS3 Cabrio is the only 
convertible in its class to accom¬ 
modate five passengers and to be 
equipped with a 245-litre boot and split 
folding rear seat. 

That boot initially looks tiddly but after the lid 
is lifted it is large enough for a standard pushchair 
(with the rear wheels removed), which I must say 
surprises me. 

As I sit inside the top-of-the-range 155bhp 
model I recall testing a Lexus IS250C luxury con¬ 
vertible. I was at the traffic lights when the sun 
decided to come out and I pressed the button for 
the roof to go down. 

Almost instantaneously, the lights went to green 
and I had to get moving. As soon as the car 
moved, the roof stopped going down and so I was 
driving with it half up and with part of the boot lid 
still open. 

I pulled over as soon as it was safe to do so. A 
ridiculous situation to be in, and unsafe. 

Thank goodness there is finally a convertible 
that is well suited to the British weather and to 
impatient motorists like me. Because the roof does 
not fold back into the boot but above the rear win¬ 
dow, it makes it more practical all round, which is 
why the roof can be operated at speeds of up to 
75mph.

The DS3’s high quality canvas roof comple¬ 
ments the bodywork and to the unknowing, it 
appears to be simply a hot hatch but we know oth¬ 
erwise. On first acquaintance the vehicle looks just 
like the DS3 coupe. 

My test takes place in the middle of winter with 
lashing rain and, much to my wife’s distaste, I 
have to experience driving with the roof down. 

Controlled by a button on the overhead console, 
the hood opens and closes in just 16 seconds flat, 
which is just as well, because when the weather 
gets too unbearable that roof just has to go up. 

It’s just as well that it is fitted with a hardwear- 
ing interior that features leather seats and much 
plastic, which copes with excess rainwater well. 
But the great thing is that with the air conditioning 
turned up to maximum heat, you can enjoy all the 
benefits of open top driving with the advantage of 
a hot climate. 

When the DS3 Cabrio’s roof is open an aerody¬ 
namic front deflector reduces wind noise and 
deflects air currents to prevent buffeting. 

The sophisticated Infinite Blue roof material is 
in blue and violet, created by a weave of three dif¬ 
ferent coloured threads. One of these is shiny, 
with each thread reacting differently to changes in 



light conditions. 

Inside, the two-door DS3 Cabrio is a distinctive 
and sophisticated cabin which includes all-new 
upholstery choices, including Granite Blue leather, 
while there is white LED ambient lighting around 
the ceiling console and white lights in the instru¬ 
ment cluster. 

The trouble is that although it is marketed as a 
five seater, with the best will in the world it does¬ 
n’t fit five adults in comfort. Even with our two 
child seats in the back, it is necessary for the front 
seats to be pushed forward, uncomfortably so for 


the driver, making it fine for short distances but 
not longer. 

The ideal scenario is for three little scamps in 
the back and then the adults in the front have a rea¬ 
sonable amount of legroom. 

The DS3 Cabrio’s dashboard, air vent surround 
and gear knob are also colour coded to the body 
colour and soft top. 

At just 3.95m long the DS3 Cabrio is compact 
enough to get into tight parking spaces, which is 
extremely important where I live because the coun¬ 
cil has taken it upon itself to put double yellow 
lines almost everywhere. 

Externally, the DS3 Cabrio has eye-catching 
rear lights incorporating a chrome-finished DS 
logo, 17-inch alloys and a double chrome exhaust 
further adding to its cool sporting appeal. 

It’s a gutsy, fun car to drive with plenty of 
power, if required. As with all convertibles it 
makes a great second car.

ROUT IN THE DUBLIN RAIN... 

BUT DON’T WRITE OFF 
WELSH TEAM JUST YET! 


^‘The Irish were superb and we were very 
disappointing”, admitted Wales’ New 
Zealand head coach, after watching his 
team comprehensively crushed in the 
wind and rain in Dublin by a fired-up 
Ireland side, led from the front by Paul 
O’Connell and Brian O’Driscoll, and 
finally undone by precision kicking from 
the home outside half. 

...But the coach wasn’t Warren Gatland... 

The date was February 3, 2002, and it was 
his fellow countryman Graham Henry being 
interviewed, after seeing his Wales side (which 
included current assistant coaches Rob 
Howley and Robin McBride) humiliated by a 
record 54-10 defeat that saw the demoralised 
Kiwi vacating his post after just three and a 
half years and retreating Down Under to high¬ 
er things! 

While there is little danger of history repeat¬ 
ing itself in 2014, Saturday’s stunning 26-3 
result, though not as traumatic as 12 years 
ago, was equally as emphatic - and the sense 
of deja vu was palpable as a grim-faced 
Gatland faced the media afterwards. 

“/t was one of the worst performances since I 
have been involved with the team. We gave 
away 16 penalties, and were well beaten up 
front. Ireland certainly deserved to win,'*’’ he 
said with typical honesty. 

He went on to add ominously that while 
some Welsh players had not performed, the 
coaches, too, would have to take their share of 
the blame for what had turned into a full scale 
rout - with hopes of a record third successive 
championship seemingly in tatters. 

The shattering reverse had been led once 
again by the big O’s - O’Connell and 
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O’Driscoll, while this time it was France- 
based Jonny Sexton turning the screw at No 
10, not the Ulsterman David Humphries of 
2002 vintage. 

Sexton’s ice-cool control and pinpoint accu¬ 
racy stood in stark contrast to the flailing, 
error-ridden efforts of a young but experi¬ 
enced Welsh side containing a clutch of British 
Lions, whose indiscipline and frustration cost 
them dear the more the match wore on. 

It also compared very unfavourably with the 
canny, controlled aggression of an Irish team 
that stuck to their deceptively simple but 
effective game plan, devised by Joe Schmidt 
(who on this occasion clearly won the back¬ 
room battle of the head coaches) to neutralise 
the Welsh power game by circumventing it. 

Even so, the one-sided nature of the contest 
came as a major shock, with O’Connell him¬ 
self saying: “Fm really surprised at the final 
result on the scoreboard”. 

Most commentators had predicted an even¬ 
ly-matched, tight affair that could go either 
way, but were scathing in their response: 
Topical headlines were - ^'^Humiliation for 
Welsh pack”- Total domination!” - “No plan 
B!” they cried. 

Be that as it may, it certainly looked that 
way for much of 80 torrid minutes that could 
never qualify as a rugby classic, and one 
where referee Wayne Barnes’ over-active 
whistle had more than a passing influence on 
the outcome. 

Old setpiece problems surfaced early with 
the first of two lost lineouts, and then an 
unfortunate injury to Welsh centre Scott 
Williams brought a hurried change in forma¬ 
tion, with potent strike weapon George North 
having to move inside from the wing. 

The coach again resisted the temptation to 
inject the vision and flair of unused replace¬ 


ment James Hook into the backline - so we 
will never know if that would have made a dif¬ 
ference, as the seriously malfunctioning side 
ran out of ideas and patience - to be immedi¬ 
ately punished by two Sexton penalties. 
(Tellingly, Wales conceded seven penalties in 
the first quarter alone). 

With Welsh errors mounting apace, a pow¬ 
erful Irish lineout saw Chris Henry driven 
over for a try, converted by the clinical Sexton 
on the half hour, to take the score to 13-0. 

A bleak first half ended with Wales having 
more problems at the setpiece and breakdown, 
conceding eight penalties, with nine missed 
tackles, and crucially losing the ball in con¬ 
tact- with consequent loss of cohesion and 
momentum. 

Any hope that this could be regained after a 
welcome respite at halftime was lost when 
they were penalised yet again and Sexton 
made no mistake, to take the score to 16-0; 
and now the signs were really looking ominous 
for Wales, as they desperately began to chase 
a victory that had never really looked within 
their reach. 

A promising attack 
was stillborn as they 
suffered yet another 
turnover, but finally 
earned a penalty of 
their own from refer¬ 
ee Barnes, which 
Leigh Halfpenny slot¬ 
ted over for their only 
score of the match - 
but almost immedi¬ 
ately danger was only 
narrowly averted 
when the normally 
reliable full back had 
a clearing kick 


charged down. Minutes later, yet another 
Welsh infringement led to Sexton taking the 
score to 19-3. With 15 minutes left on the 
clock, replacement prop Rhodri Jones 
appeared to have plunged at grass height 
through a melee of bodies, but was adjudged 
to have crawled over the line on his knees. 

The tale of woe was not yet over as the Irish 
eight again demonstrated their total domi¬ 
nance up front with a 20-metre driving maul, 
that ended with replacement back Paddy 
Jackson looping away unchallenged for try 
near the posts, which he casually converted, to 
make the score 26-3. 

The game ended as it had begun, with 
Ireland seizing on opposition fumbles and 
pummelling away at the now battered defence. 

The Welsh players were for once glad to 
hear referee Barnes’ whistle to signal the end 
of a miserable ordeal whose long- term effects 
will clearly be a huge cause for concern as the 
‘inquest’ into what exactly went wrong in 
Dublin continues back home. 

Was it the fact that several key players had 
taken the field less than fully match fit after 
returning from injuries? 

Has the prolonged off-field disarray involv¬ 
ing the WRU and the four professional 
regions, and the latter’s continuing lack of 
sustained success on the field, now had its 
inevitable spin-off in the national team’s per¬ 
formance? 

Was it all a crucial distraction in the build¬ 
up to a media-hyped Dublin encounter that 
Wales knew would test their players’ focus 
and commitment to the utmost? 

Who knows? At least now, though, the 
Welsh camp has time to take stock before the 
newly buoyant French come to town with a 
championship dream of their own. 

Plenty of searching questions to be answered 
by the Welsh camp, yes, but it is far too early 
to conclude, as some critics have, on the basis 
of one bad defeat, that Wales have been 
“found out” at international level. 

Or that Gatland’s mantle has now been 
taken over by Ireland’s Schmidt, on the 
strength of just one well-plotted victory. 

Incredibly, it has even been suggested that 
the latter has leap-frogged Gatland as 
favourite to lead the next Lions’ tour in 2017! 

Of course, if the Kiwi can manufacture a 
home win over the French next week and get 
Wales’ triple championship bid back on track, 
all will be just as quickly forgiven! 

One thing is for sure, it would be foolish to 
conduct an autopsy on Welsh rugby just yet! 


_ THE STORY SO FAR... _ 

Wales and Ireland first squared up to each other (literally) on the rugby 
field 132 years ago - at Lansdowne Road, Dublin, on January 28,1882, 
the Welsh winning that first Home Nations encounter by 2 goals, 2 tries 
to nil under the old Home Nations scoring system. 

Before Saturday, these two arch Celtic rivals had locked horns 118 
times, Wales notching up 65 victories to Ireland’s 47, with six games 
drawn. Welsh teams had matched their opponents with 27 wins out of 58 
in Ireland and four matches drawn - though this last outcome has rather 
spoilt that record! The total number of points to date - Wales 1,401, 
Ireland 1,304 - bears witness to the usually close-fought (in every sense 
of the word) nature of fierce clashes where there has never been a place 
for the timid!
